Orest Stephen Makar, a pro- 
fessor at St. Louis University 
until last September, and his 
wife have renounced their 
American citizenship and gone 
to the Soviet Union to live and 
work, it was reported today in 
Moscow. 

Makar, a Ukrainian national. 
was naturalized Oct 1955, in

here. His wife became a citizen 
in the same court a month 
earlier. 


Before going to St. Louis Uni- 
versity for the start of the aca- 
demic year in September 1954. 
Makar was employed as a math- 
ematics* consultant and general 
physcist on the technical staff 
of the United States Army, with 
a civil service rating. 

Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
reported the Makars boarded a 
plane Saturday for Moscow from 
Stockholm, Sweden. 


An attache at the United 


States embassy at Stockholm 
told the Post-Dispatch by tele- 
= that Makar had sent a 
etter to the embassy, saying 
he intended to become a Rus- 


sian citizen and live in the So- 

viet Union. The letter was re- 

ceived in the mail yesterday.

The Makars’'s reported defec- 
tion to Russia was page-one 
news in the Stockholm Commu- 
nist newspaper, Ny Dag, which 
used Makar’s photograph. 

Makar was quoted by Ny Dag 
as saying: “While following 
scientific literature in my own 
field, | found that science is 
being taken very seriously over 
there ‘(in Russia) and that the 
best conditions for scientific re- 
search work exists in the Soviet. 
Union. That is why I want to’ 
continue my work there.” 

As an associate professor, he 
taught surveying courses in the 
civil engineering department at 
St. Louis University’s Institute 
of Technology. 

He and his wife, Alexandria, 
lived at 5733A Fyler avenue, in 
the Hampton Gardens Apart- 
ments. They moved Sept. 30, 
without saying where they were 
going. 

Last April Makar applied to 
the university for a leave of 

absence during the summer to 

“go to Stockholm to present a 
paper to the International So- 
ciety for Photogrammetry. The 
university turned down the re- 
quest, chiefly on the ground he 
was scheduled to teach summer 
courses. 

Attended Meeting. 

However, Makar did attend 
the Stockholm meeting, using 
his vacation period in July to do 


sa. He returned to the univer- 
sity and taught classes in 
August. 


Commenting on the Makar in- 
cident, a State Department 
spokesman told the  Post- 

ispatch: “It is expected the 
Soviet Union would blow this 
thing up, to offset the many 
hundreds, even thousands, of 
persons who™have defected to 
the West from behind the Tron 
Curtain.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today there was no 
plan to reduce the armed 
strength of the United States in 
,Europe but that a reduction in 
| British strength might be justi-

cial distress. 

Asked by a reporter whether 
the British had told this gov- 
,ernment they might cut. their 
| North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
| tion forces in Europe by 50 per 
cent, the secretary said there 
was talk at the Paris NATO 
council meeting last week that 
the situation would call for 
some reconsideration of Lon- 
don’s NATO commitment. 


As for the United States, Dul- 
‘les said, there might be some 
“streamlining” of divisions to 
'accord with new weapons and 
modern warfare conditions but 
that the assumption was that 
over-all United States strength 
will not be cut back.

NATO or the Communist coun- 
terpart Warsaw Pact. The lat- 
ter he described as a device to 
Jerpetuate Soviet control. 

Asked about a possible visit | 
to the United States by Yugo- 
slav President Josip (Tito) Broz, 
Dulles said such a visit would 
serve a useful purpose and that 
the Administration was consid- | 
ering it but had not reached a 
decision. 

Dulles recalled that a year 
ago he conferred with Tito on 
the Island of Brioni and that he 
found the talks useful because 
of the understanding Tito dis- 
played of problems within the 
satellite states. 

He declined to comment on. 
posible effects of the current 
visit to Washington of Prime 
Minister Nehru of India on the 
ground it would be inappropri- 
ate while the Prime Minister | 
was in the capital. 

Relations between the United 
States and its allies were better 
than before he went to Paris 10 
days ago, Dulles said, adding ; 
that while he would not say 
differences between this coun- | 
try and Britain and France 
over the British-French inva- 
sion of Egypt had left no scars, | 
the process of healing was | 
underway. Planning for the} 
future would speed the process, 
he said. 

Asked to what degree the 
United States was committed to 
consult with its NATO allies in | 
the event of future trouble, Dul- 
les said he had made clear at 
Paris that the United States was 
prepared to consult flly on mat- 
ters affecting any part of the 
world. He pointed out, however, | 
that the United States was 
bound by treaty to take action 
in certain contingencies, that 
the terms of these commitments 
were kiown in advance, and 
that if the allies wanted to dis- | 
cuss them, the time was now 
and not at the moment action | 
was required. 

There has been .a good deal 
of misunderstanding on this 
point, the Secretary said. He 
said it had been assumed that 
the principal complaint of the 
United. States against Britain 
and Frahce was that these two 
countries failed to consult the 
United States before attacking | 
Egypt. | 

That was not the case, he con- 
tinued. The main complaint was 
that, in the view of the United | 
States, Britain and France vio- | 
lated both the United. Nations | 
Charter and the NATO ‘treaty, | 
he said. He added that consulta- | 
tions on the Middle East had_ 
been under way for three | 
months and that Britain and # 
France knew the United States & 
opposed the use of force. 

The United States is deeply | 
concerned, the secretary went | 
on, that the blocked Suez canal | 
be cleared as soon as possible 
to relieve the economic burden 
on Europe, Asia and this coun- | 
try caused by the halt in traffic | 
through the waterway. He said | 
its was not practical to set a 
deadline for clearing the canal | 
of sunken ships, however. 

Dulles said with regard to 
the prospects for a settlement 
between Israel. and the Arab 
states that this Government 
stands by its offer of Aug. 26, 
1955, to support a permanent 
peace but that the hopes of the 
United States had been deferred 
by the raeli-British-French 
attack on Egypt. There ms 
no prospect for an early solu- 
tion, he said. 

A reporter told Dulles there 
had been reports from Moscow 
that Russian leaders think the 
United States desires to “re- 
sume the cold war.’ Dulles, 
describing “cold war” as a loose 
definition, said nevertheless he 
could state categorically the 
United States does not want a 
resumption of what is called 
the cold war. 

The turmoil that has replaced | 
the “spirit of Geneva” has been | 
due to Soviet and not United 
States action, Dulles said. He 
said the Russians tried to block 
a Middle East’ settlement, 
brought on the bloodshed in 
Hungary, and tore up the 
agreement to unify Germany 
through free elections. 

Dulles said he welcomed 
election of Japan to the United 
Nations. In reply to a question, 
he repeated the opposition of 
the United States to the admis- 
sion of Communist China. 

He declined to comment on | 
the foreign aid program for | 
next year. He said contact had | 
been made with the Polish gov- 
ernment to talk of ways in 
which assistance might be given 
to Poland, but that the amount 
would not be a major factor in | 
the budget. |

The Nehru Visit 


There is a temptation to measure such an 
event as the Nehru-Eisenhower talks by trying to 
discover which principal won the other over. 
The meeting of India’s prime minister and the 
newly re-elected. President of the United States 
can be of incalculable importance. But it is not 
susceptible of being scored like a boxing match, 
amd its meaning will be lost if it is approached 
from that point of view. 

We doubt very much if the President has any 
intention of trying to “win” Nehru to “our side” 
and away from neutralism. Certainly if he did 
have any such intention he would be doomed to 
disappointment. India’s effort to avoid extreme 
partisanship for either Russia or the West 
springs from a deep national need, just as the 
United States itself, in the days of its own youth 
as a nation, felt impelled to avoid taking sides 
in great-power quarrels. Since India’s neutral- 
ism is more than a mere whim of Nehruw’s, it 
would be unrealistic to expect it to disappear 
as the result of a few days’ conversation in 
Washington. 

Prime Minister Nehru, on the other hand, 
surely cannot expect to “sell’’ President Eisen- 
hower any overnight changes in American poli- 
cy, and as a wise man will not gauge the success 
of his visit by any such superficial standard. The 
important thing is that the two national leaders 
are meeting personally and privately in quest 
of mutual understanding. That understanding 
will be all the more significant if based upon 
frank acknowledgement that both nations expect 
to continue pursuing different paths. 

The United States will continue as the leader 
of a military alliance against Russia because it 
has to. India will continue to shun military alli- 
ances because it has to. But if nevertheless a 
bridge of understanding and fruitful co-opera- 
tion can be built between them, then they can 
advance the great cause in which they have a 
common interest—the cause of peace. For this 
it is unnecessary that either side change its na- 
tional character or yield to the other on policy. 

Once India accepts us as we are, and we ac- 
cept her as she is, the exchange of views on cur- 
rent problems can be most valuable. The Presi- 
dent, for example, can explain why we feel as 
we do about Formosa. And Mr. Nehru can bring 
to the President’s attention a viewpoint on the 
question of Communist China which probably 
does not reach him too often through the small 
circle of advisers upon whom he depends for in- 
formation. Immediate action may not follow, but 
both sides cannot but gain from a fresh and per- 
sonal understanding of the other's position. 

The Nehru visit symbolizes, we hope, a deter- 
mination by President Eisenhower to broaden 
this country’s relations with all peaceably in- 
clined nations, whether or not they are members 
of the Western military camp. The news that he 
will soon receive Tito points in the same direc- 
tion. It is the right direction, for though the 
United States has a common strategic interest 
with Britain, France and Western Europe it has 
a common interest with many other nations as 
well in creating the conditions of a secure peace 
—and not all of those conditions are military. 
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Southerners Go Thataway 

Pirin a oa ate of Southern speech 
on television last S a, evening. It began with 
the Lillian Hellman play, “The Little Foxes,” 
and continued with Alfred Hitchcock’s murder 
mystery of the week, “The Rose Garden.” 

In the former, Miss Greer Garson, whose nor- 
mal brogue is rather heavily British, spoke with 
amazing fidelity te the Southern slur and drawl, 
slipping up only once, so far as we could notice, 
in pronouncing “been” “bean,” an exclusive Brit- 
ish eccentricity; Southerners pronounce it, as do 
most other Americans, “bin.” 

Sidney Blackmer got off the worst gaucherie 
of Southern diction by pronouncing “suggestion” 
“sujjestion.” This is a piece of professional-act- 
ing dialect, which would be considered unbear- 
ably affected in the South. Mr. Webster does not 
seem to have gone in for it, either. 

A common denominator of the two TV plays 
was the mistaken notion that Southerners pro- 
nounce “everything” without the g. This is a pe- 
culiarly unfortunate error, producing a James- 


Whitcomb-Rileyish sort of effect and dragging - 


the action of the play up to somewhere midways 
of Indiana. Southerners say “everythayng” and 
they give the g the works. 

We mention these small matters because 
Southern dialogue is so easy on the stage that 
there is really no excuse for not having it just 
so. In fact there has been only one actor in our 
experience who never could seem to get the hang 
of speaking his lines like a Southerner, and that 
was the football star and movie player, Johnny 
Mack Brown, a native of Alabama. 
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TV and Everything in a Bus 

A plush bus with papered walls, a large col- 
ored mural, 44 foam rubber reclining seats and 
television last week began making the 20-mile 
run from suburban Park Forest to Chicago's 
Loop at 50 miles an hour along the Calumet ex- 
pressway.

To Reduce School Fund Worries 


The Board of Education would be justified, 
we believe, in asking that the basic St. Louis 
school tax rate be increased from 89 cents to 
$1 on $100 assessed valuation, and that increases 
above this rate be sanctioned for four-year 
periods if approved by a majority of the voters. 

These changes, recommended by the board's 
legislation committee, would require constitu- 
tional amendments. Yet benefits would be 
worth the effort. 

While the actual tax now is $1.30, a low fig- 
ure compared with the rates in the suburbs, 
this must be approved every two years at a 
special election which costs the Board about 
$100,000. That means, in effect, spending $50,000 
a year to maintain an adequate tax rate. Cer- 
tainly it would be worthwhile to cut this down 
to $25,000. 

Under present law, the rate may be kept in 
force for four years, but only if approved by a 
two-thirds majority, And the Board never has 
felt justified in running the risk of failing to 


poll so large a majority since failure would 


mean severe hardships for the schools. 


aspects of the schools. So ft is reassuring that 
the legislative committee also directed Board 
Attorney Emmet T. Carter to draft a new unit 
control bill to be introduced in Jefferson City, 
if approved by the Board as a whole. 

Legislative enactment of a unit control law 
would be one of the strongest possible argu- 
ments in favor of adoption of the amendments. 
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Is This What the People Want? 


The Freeholders who have tentatively agreed 
to propose the 1441 aldermanic plan for St. 
Louis ought to ge back and reread the election 
results. 

At the polls last May, the 13 Freeholders won 
a’ smashing victory over a slate hand-picked hy 
the professional politicians of both parties, The 
people understood the issue. They poured out to 
support what they surely expected would be a.de- 
termined attempt te give the city the very finest 
Charter that could be wriften. 

In the face of this tremendous popular vic- 
tory, it is nonsense to assert, as some “publie 
relations’ men are reported to have advised, 
that the Freeholders must make supposedly vote- 
catching compromises in order to get a Charter 
approved at the polls. Had the voters wanted 
that kind of Charter, they would have defeated 
the present Freeholders instead of electing them. 

The Freeholders. were elected with a clear 
mandate for reform, not compromise. Certainly 
they were not chosen to write a fake Charter 
that pretends to end “aldermanic courtesy” but 
in fact does not, 

The Freeholders” victory last spring resulted 
in no small measure from the work and enthusi- 
asm whipped up by a 500-member Citizens’ Com- 
mittee headed by Tom K. Smith and enjoying 
the essential backing of Mayor Tucker. Mr. 
Tucker supports the 7-7-1 plan of electing seven 
aldermen by wards and the board president and 
seven others from the city at large, on the rea- 
sonable ground that it strikes an obviously fair 
balance between local and community-wide iIn- 
terests. Can the Freeholders expect to persuade 
the voters to approve a Charter that the Mayor 
might be unwilling to campaign for?

Collier’s and the Companion 

A bare five months after their 80-year-old sis- 
ter publication of the Crowell-Collier Publishing 
Co., the American Magazine, suspended publica- 
tion, Collier's and Woman’s Home Companion 
have followed suit. It seems a strange and sad 
anomaly that magazines of more than 4,000,000 
circulation—which both Collier’s and the Com- 
panion had—cannot survive in these days of 
mass-circulation giants. Yet the advertising reve- 
nues of the two magazines were dwindling de- 
spite rising circulations; and since costs were 
rising too, the answer was written in red ink. 

Collier’s, though it had floundered in recent 
years, had once been a ranking name in maga- 
zine journalism, and had been regaining interest 
and pertinence under the direction of Paul C. 
Smith, Its heyday spanned the years between 
1903 and 1912 when Norman Hapgood was edi- 
tor. Like the American, it engaged in vigorous 
crusading. Its attacks on the patent-medicine 
business were written by Samuel Hopkins Ad- 
ams. In the days of widespread advertising 
abuses by newspapers, Will Irwin got Collier's 
into a libel suit by writing that the New York 
Journal offered a full-page theatrical advertise- 
ment and an Arthur Brisbane editorial for $1000. 

Charles Dana Gibson, creator of the famous 
“Gibson girl,” was one of the illustrators who 
adorned the pages of Collier’s. Jay N. (“Ding”) 
Darling was once the magazine's editorial car- 
toonist, and so for many years was the Post- 
Dispatch’s editorial cartoonist Daniel R. Fitz- 
patrick. The sprightly Walter Davenport and 
Kyle Crichton lent humor and grace to the 
magazine. 

It could often be wished that more among 
America’s magazines stood for more. Perhaps 
the absence of an individuality of conviction 
about concerns of public importance—unfortu- 
nately characteristic of many magazines—has 
something to do with the extraordinary mortali- 
ty of the genus.

It is a net loss to our national 
life when magazines like Collier’s, Woman's 
Home Companion and the American bow out. 
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First Fruits of Poland’s Spirit 

Among the first fruits of Poland's resurgent 
spirit of independence is a new agreement with 
the Soviet Union which gives Warsaw a strong 
voice on the number and movement of Russian 
troops within Poland’s boungaries, and which 
also stipulates that these troops may not be used 
for political pressure. It is believed that the 
agreement will meap the posting of most of the 
Red Army units along the East German frontier. 

There have been demonstrations in Poland for 
the withdrawal of all Russian soldiers. But com- 
plete acceptance of this popular demand by the 
Gomulka ggvernment seemed improbable be- 
cause of possible German claims for the return 
of territory given te Poland after World War II. 
In such an eventuality Warsaw probably would 
be only too glad to have Red military backing. 

Another reason may be that the Gomulka re- 
gime is convinced that a drastic severance of the 
old military connections with Russia could lead 
to a setback of the movement toward national 
independence. The lesson of Hungary was not 
lost on Warsaw. But in all probability the Rus- 
sians are less happy about the loss of prestige 
caused by their repressive actions in that coun- 
try, and so were ready for a compromise with 
the new Polish regime.

Here (in Canada) you have a more 
realistic approach to the matter of pric- 
ing transportation than we do in the 
United States. And it is high time that 
we at home began to face this situation 
objectively, for it represents the most 
pressing railroad problem of our time. 


Our rate of return is so low as an 
industry that today we cannot profitably 
borrow money to furnish improvements, 
for simple arithmetic will prove that an 
industry cannot borrow money at the 
present rate of over 5 per cent to pro- 
duce a product earning 4 per cent. 


Regardless of the billions which the 
railroads have spent for improvements, 
we are fast becoming a standby indus- 
try. When the airlines are handicapped 
by bad flying weather, or the highways 
are covered with sleet, the public uses 
the trains and complains about the old 
standby equipment which we use at 
that time. When the planes have ex- 
cess capacity due to a low load factor 
of passengers, our Post Office Depart- 
ment loads mail into the planes and ex- 
pects the trains to haul anything re- 
maining. The military expect enough 
standby equipment to serve them in 
times of full mobilization, yet use other 
forms of transportation in peacetime 
when they think it will better serve 
their purpose. An increasing number of 
shippers have their own fleet of trucks 
and barges, but when peak seasons are 
encountered they use their railroad spur 
as a standby and complain to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission because 
of a shortage of cars. All this goes back 
to our pricing structure, as I will at- 
tempt to demonstrate. 


Old Principle Is Explained 


In the “good old days” when we 
moved a carload of sugar beets to the 
refinery we did not think it good ship- 
per relations to charge the full cost of 
the rail movement since the value of 
the beets was so low that it appeared 
to add a disproportionate price F.O.B. 
the factory. We therefore carried the 
sugar beets below cost, and—having had 
a virtual monopoly—added that deficit 
to the cost of hauling the refined sugar 
to market. Overall, then, we made a 
profit on the whole transaction. 


We did the same to the iron ore, 
lime rock and dolomite going to the 
steel mills. Other commodities were 
treated similarly under the principle 
of “what the traffic will bear.” 


Then the trucks came into the pic- 
ture. They were not burdened with 
these deficit services and selected the 
commodities and territories they found 
profitable. 


Since 1931 the railroads have gone 
to the ICC for increased freight rates 
ll times. 


So what happened? A horizontal in- 
crease in rates still did not furnish a 
rofit in hauling the sugar beets. Yet 

many cases horizontal increases for 
sugar drove the rates to where the 
trucks found it profitable to haul sugar. 
We have driven rates up to where 


the trucks can take the profitable busi- 
ness right out from under our noses. 
Our pricing methods take us back to 
the days of the diamond stack wood 
burner. Instead of finding out what our 
costs are, basing our prices on costs 
and asking for selective increases, we 
have remained with the outmoded con- 
cept of “the higher the value of the 
product, the higher the rate.” 

I know of no other business which 
has been able to do the same thing 
and survive. And if profits are any 
gauge of know-how, I know of no other 
business which has shown less adapta- 
bility to changing times. 

The responsibility for this condition 
I place squarely upon my own shoul- 
ders and upon those of the others in 
our industry who are responsible for 
our rate structure. 


Success of Power Companies 


We cannot blame the regulatory bod- 
ies, for we have seen another fully- 
regulated industry beset by parallel 
conditions which earned last year in 
the United States 9.7 per cent on its 
investment. The power and light utili- 
ties are a fully-regulated industry. 


How can power companies do what 
we have not been able to do? The main 
reason, in my opinion, is that they rec- 
ognized years ago what we railroads 
have not yet fully realized. They re- 
alized that they needed a sensible pric- 
ing structure for their product—power 
—if they were going to share fully in 
the expanding national economy. 

Many of us remember the power 
business as it once existed. With a die- 
sel generating plant or a steam turbine, 
a railroad or a municipality or a fac- 
tory, even a large office building or 
hotel, could generate its own power 
efficiently. The only time it called on 
the local public utility was to fill the 
gap at a peak load or emergency period. 


Alex Dow and other leaders in the 
industry took an intelligent approach 
to the problem. They knew that they 
could mass-produce more cheaply than 
could the smaller plants. But if they 
were only going to be used as a stand- 
by service, they were going to charge 
the customer while they stood by. And 
they did, and they still do. 


Rates Based on Costs 


Here in Canada if a shipper contracts 
to send a percentage of his goods 
over the railroads the railroads give 
him a lower unit rate than if he ships 
on a hit-or-miss basis without a guaran- 
teed portion of his tonnage by rail. 


I realize that rates based upon costs 
of service are bound to cause some dis- 
location of industry. After all, based on 
costs of providing the long mileage of 
service California fruits and vegetables 
cannot be moved to New York at rates 
as low as those from Florida. 

But such rates will not cause nearly 
the dislocation and paralysis of indus- 
try which can be the end result of 
pursuing our endless round of freight 
rate increases that ignore service costs.

Between Book Ends 


Old Man in a New World 


THE SACRIFICE, by Adele Wiseman. 
(Viking, 346 pgs., $3.95.) 


As sacrifices go, Adele Wiseman’s 
novel ought to please the gods of read- 
ing. It is well-fatted, offered in hu- 
ae and burnt in the fiery anguish 
0 e. 


The dust jacket describes Miss Wise- 
man’s book as a “novel of fathers and 
sons,” probably the only instance on 
record in which a dust jacket under- 
sold a novel. Though “The Sacrifice” 
does consider the father-and-son rela- 
tionship extensively, it is more dense 
with life than that 
description attrib- 
utes to it. At the 
very least, it is a 
“novel of immi- 
grants facing a new 
life.” 

The story opens 
on a train. Ab- 
raham, a “sweet 
Jew,” has been per- 
manently scarred 
by cruel experi- 
ences in the Old 
World. He is flee- 
ing to Canada with 
the remnants of his 
family, Sarah, his 
wife, already a defeated woman, and 
Isaac, his frail son, himself destined for 
a sad fate. Drunken Russian soldiery 
had claimed the lives of Abraham's two 
other sons. Returhing on foot to spend 
the Jewish holidays with their parents, 
they had been caught and hanged with- 
out cause or meaning. 


A good deal that is domestic now 
enters into “The Sacrifice,” but this 
material is punctuated by three scenes 
of unparalleled horror, one each at 
beginning, middle and end. Each in- 
volves a sacrifice of human life. One 
might be considered a sacrifice in cold 
brutality, one a sacrifice in devotion 
and one a sacrifice in grief and mad- 
ness. 

The author employs biblical names 
mainly as points of reference. Central 
at all times is Abraham, forced to pain 
and humiliation beyond the strength of 
man. He is only nominally a twentieth 
century man and is described as havin 
the eternal virtues of his _hiblic 
namesake. The other characters, how- 
ever, are drawn from Miss Wiseman’s 
observation rather than from the Old 
Testament. v 

Storywise, the parallels between “The 
Sacrifiee” and its biblical forerunner 
are vague. At the climax, Abrahani, 
who is a butcher by trade, wields his 
knife in a distorted vision of the origt- 
nal Abraham about to plunge his blade 
into Isaac. However, this time the vié- 
tim provided is not a son. Nor does 
an actual or figurative ram appear to 
provide the author an escape hatch. 


“The Sacrifice’ has no individual 
villains. Its conflict is between people 
and life itself. Miss Wiseman has un- 
dammed a. tremendous flood of hu- 
man understanding in this, her first 
novel. The richness of Jewish folk- 
life is again visible much as it was in 
“Marjorie Morningstar.” The group of 
people depicted, however, is commit- 
ted to a lower living standard and 
rooted in Orthodox rather than Re- 
formed Judaism.

That is, that much of the Negro 
vote in both North and South, 
but even more in the South, 
switched from the Democratic 
party to the Republican in the 
presidential contest.

But, even if it does, it is doubt- 
ful that this would be enough, 
with the desegregation issue 
constantly bobbing up.

HERE would be room for 
T 40 alleys and 2500 spec- 
tator seats at the 138th 
Infantry Armory if the Amer- 
ican Bowling Congress tour- 
nament is held here in 1959. 
That was the finding of the 
A.B.C. tournament site com- 
mittee that inspected the Na- 
tional Guard building Satur- 
day.

ethics and much less when it 
faces nations which don't re- 
spect them.” } 
Pineau addressed a meeting 
of French and foreign diplo- 
mats, including United States 
Ambassador C. Douglas Dillon 
and Britain's Sir Gladwyn Jebb. 
They were gathered to honor 
the thirtieth anniversary of-the 


French Academy of Interna- 
tional Diplomacy. 
“The great weakness vf the 


United Nations lies in the fact 
fhat this organization imposes 
Js rules on some and not on 
others,” Pineau said. 


“France and England recent- | 
ly were the object of severe | 


recommendations on the part 
of the U.N.” he said, referring 
to the U.N. decision to stop the 
invasion of Egypt. 

“They have respected the de- 
cisions of this organization 


(U.N.) and their public opinions | 


have understood it. But what 
they don’t understand is that 
other countries had been the 


object of similar recommenda- | 


tions which they ignored open- 
ly. 

“This unilateral ethical code 
of the United Nations is for 


some to obey and for others to | 


disobey and obtain benefits 
from this disobedience.” 

This was clearly a reference 
to the Soviet intervention in 
Hungary and the suppression 
of the rebellion in that coun- 
try. Both the Soviet Union 
and the Soviet-supported Hun- 
garian puppet government have 
ignored U.N. condemnations of 
their actions. 

Said Pineau: 

From aggression to aggres- 
sion, from subversion to sub- 
version, the countries which 
don't respect the international 
law will eventually triumph 
over those that respect it. That 
is why we must demand that 
all international rules be ap- 
plied to all nations.

While the tie that has to be tied is imperfect it should

Tying a bow tie does not come naturally. It has to be 
learned, like swimming. Written directions may be had, 
but they are hard to follow. If they cannot be understood 
a teacher will have to be called in to give practical dem- 
onstrations. But since the teacher stands facing the pupil 
the latter will have to follow the demonstrations in re- 
verse. That is as hard to do as understanding the written 
directions.

UESTION: Is the following 
Q sentence correct? “The chil- 
dren made the cookies all 
by themselves.”’ Or should it be 
“theirselves.” D.L.F. 

ANSWER: No such word as 
“theirselves” is recognized as 
part of our standard American 
language, though it is some- 
times heard in substandard dia- 
lect. “Themselves” is the re- 
flexive or intensive form of the 
personal pronoun “them” and 
is used correctly in the sen- 
tence you quote.

QUESTION: I often hear 
people say “My husband and 
myself went” and “They gave 
it to Mary and myself” and 
similar expressions. Please com- 
ment on this abuse of “myself.” 
It's a most abused word. Mrs. 
M. J.B. 

ANSWER: Grammatically 
both the examples you cite are 
cofrect—but each sounds arti- 
ficial and stilted. “Myself” is 
the reflexive and intensive form 
of both “I” (nominative case) 
and “me” (objective case). It 
seems to me that most of the 
current abuse of “myself” 
comes from speakers and writ- 
ers who are not quite sure 
whether “I” or “me” is called 
for in a given sentence. So they 
straddle the fence with the ac- 
ceptable but awkward “myself.” 
At that, these sentences are 
better-sounding than the horri- 
ble alternatives—“My husband 
and me went” and “They gave 
it to Mary and I.” Don’t you 
agree? 

It seems to me that what is 
needed is not a campaign 
, Men against “myself’’ but more wide- 
“a = spread and effective teaching of 
simple elements of grammar.

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For Making 


Good Gravy 


By Edith M. Barber 


F you are an expert, as you 
| probably are if you're an ex- 

perienced cook, the rest of 
this column may be skipped. It 
is written particularly for the 
novice, but devoted, however, to 
a very important subject—good 
gravy. 

Just what is good gravy? Ac- 
cording to my standards, it 
should be smooth without a 
single lump, and should be a 
golden brown in shade. It must 
not be too thick or too thin and, 
above all, it should not be 
greasy with floating fat. 

To accomplish these ends, 
there are a number of tricks. 
After the turkey, for instance, 
has been roasted, remove it to 
another pan or platter. Do not 
attempt to make the gravy in 
the roasting pan. Instead, pour 
off the drippings, including 
some of the brown sediment 
that adheres to the bottom of 
the pan, and measure by cup or 
by eye the amount of fat you 
will need for the gravy. 


Allow two tablespoons drip- 
pings and an equal amount of 
flour for each cup of gravy you 
have planned to prepare. Place 
the drippings in the _ skillet, 
and stir in the flour. To the 
blended drippings and flour, 
add about one-fourth of the 
liquid and stir over low heat 
just until the mixture begins to 
thicken. Then, add remaining 
liquid gradually while stirring 
until thick. This method should 
produce the perfect. gravy. 
Chopped cooked giblets may be 
added after the gravy has 
thickened. 


Brown Gravy. 

After turkey has been roasted 
and removed from pan, pour 
off drippings. For two cups of 
gravy, pour one-fourth cup drip- 
pings into skillet. Stir in equal 
amount of flour and stir over 
low heat until lightly browned. 


Add one-half cup stock or 
water, and continue stirring 
over low heat until well 


blended. Stir in remaining 114 
cups liquid gradually, 
until thick and smooth, 


Turkey Stuffing. 


One cup butter or margarine, 
four tablespoons chopped onion, 
four tablespoons chopped celery 
or chopped celery leaves, 12 
cups dry bread crumbs, two tea- 
spoons salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper, one teaspoon poultry 
seasoning. 

Melt fat in large skillet or 
kettle. Add onion and celery | 
and cook one minute. Mix | 
crumbs and seasonings. Add to 
other ingredients and stir light- | 
ly. If a very dry stuffing is 
desired, dry but do not brown
